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If I had a penny — now a Canadiana collector’s item — for every time I 
fielded the inevitable question, “So, how was your first year at Ridley?”, 
I would be a wealthy Headmaster, indeed! 


Although I look forward to the summer months and to the time and 
space they will offer for ‘quiet reflection’ on a school year that passed 
with blinding haste and, although we’ve had little time to take a 
breath, let alone enjoy quiet reflection, a few thoughts have emerged 
that allow me to partially answer the question. In brief, my first year 
as the 10th Headmaster of Ridley College has been blessed with the 
warm embrace of a new community, the wonder of a new school and 
the awe of inspiring students. 





In addition, the past months have provided me the op- 
portunity to ‘thin slice’ (a term borrowed from Malcolm 
Gladwell’s Blink) the Ridley experience. Humbly, here 
are a few observations that I have made: 


1. Ridley is an exceedingly well-connected community 
that spans both generations and geography. From Hong 
Kong to Calgary to Almaty to Kincardine, there are few 
places on the globe where one wont run into another 
person who has a significant connection and deep affin- 
ity with Ridley College. Iam a lover of small-world sto- 
ries and have been amazed by the number of Ridley 
small-world stories I have heard this year. Genera- 
tionally, the Ridley family also runs deep. In this edition 
of The Tiger, you will read, among others, about the Linds, and the 
Fairbanks — Ridley families whose ties to Ridley College run deep. 





2. Ridley’s DNA is comprised of three strands: commitment to serv- 
ice (you can read about Ridley’s inaugural Habitat for Humanity 
build in this edition of The Tiger), the spirit of innovation (in Oc- 
tober, Bruce Croxon OR ’78 spoke to the community about the 
entrepreneurial spirit) and a boldness of action (our daily athlet- 
ics and activities translate into an impressively fit and healthy 
student body). 


3. The Ridley legacy is one of courage and vision. The history of the 
College is filled with examples of courage in the face of shifting 
external circumstances - relocating the school to its present loca- 
tion following the tragic fire in 1903, the decision to build Merritt

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CHARLIE WU - A PURE MATHEMATICIAN 


Many of us struggled with math in school but for Charlie Wu 
‘13, itis second nature. World ranked in solving the Rubik’s 
Cube and top ten in the world in the 7 x 7 Magic Cube, he 
retired from competition a few years ago. Since then he has 
turned his attention to pure mathematics. 


Over the summer after his grade seven year, Charlie took to 
reading various math and science books. In particular, Eu- 
clid's Elements was a book that fascinated Charlie and began 
his thirst for further mathematics. In 2010 he wrote his first 
math paper (in Mandarin) titled, "The Math Principles of 
Higher Dimension Magic Cubes". This coincided with his 
admission to Ridley College. Prior to his admission to Ridley, 
Charlie wrote and earned 5's on the following AP courses: 
Calculus BC, Physics C (Magnetics & Electricity and Me- 
chanics) and Chemistry. Incidently - these were all done as 
self-studies. As a result, this year Ridley's Pure and Applied 
Mathematics Department was seeking greater challenges 
for Charlie to assist his pursuit of further mathematics. Rid- 


ley contacted Brock University and was able to enrol Charlie in a second year math course titled, "Fundamental 
Analysis", in which he proceeded to earn a grade of 100%. Charlie has accepted an offer from Imperial College, 
London, England where he will be studying Pure Mathematics. Ultimately, Charlie would like to become a 
mathematician; although one could argue that he is, in fact, already well on his way!

MARCIE LEWIS ‘03 - INNOVATION IN THE 
CLASSROOM 


Video conferencing tools including Skype and Google Hang- 
out can be used to support inquiry in the classroom — a novel 
approach to some, but not to Ridley Grade Four teacher 
Marcie Lewis. She shared her innovative approach to the 
classroom this May at the CONNECT Learning and Technol- 
ogy Conference in Niagara Falls. Marcie and her students 
communicate with professionals such as geologists, archae- 
ologists, and other classrooms around the world using Skype or Google Hangout.

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RIDLEY IB: THE FIRST YEAR 


This year marks the first year of teaching and learning for our students 
using the IB Diploma Programme model in classrooms. The feedback 

from teachers and students involved in the project has been a healthy 

mix of enthusiasm and determination. 


Thirty-five students have spent the last year immersed in the full IB 
Diploma Programme that currently consists of a selection of eighteen 
IB courses. All teachers presenting IB courses have been trained at in- 
ternational IB training sessions with peers from around world and most 
have participated in regional “roundtable” conferences sponsored by IB 
Schools of Ontario. As one teacher observed, the level of interaction with 
teachers from other schools teaching the same curriculum is “a unique and eye 
opening experience”. 





Linkages are a well known by-product of involvement in the IB programme, both for students and teachers. 
For students, these links with peers have begun with participation in the annual TEDex forum held at the 
The York School in Toronto and the IB University Fair held at Notre Dame School in Oakville. Also available 
to IB students are international IB student conferences held during the summer in Hong Kong, the United 
Kingdom, the United States and Canada. As well, this year 
the Toronto chapter of the IB Alumni network has been es- 
tablished and our graduates will have this additional re- 
source to add to their network resume when they graduate 
in 2014. 


Other highlights of the IB programme at Ridley this year 
have included the Theory of Knowledge (TOK) class visit to 
Brock University. During this visit, all IB students were given 
access to Brock University library holdings for their Ex- 
tended Essay research and introduced to the inner workings 
of a large research library. IB business students held an IB 
business fair in which they competed for market share dur- 
ing a busy Ridley lunch hour. IB science students completed 
research projects on the theme of energy production and 
consumption at Canada’s Wonderland. A selection of IB stu- 
dents also formed an IB executive and initiated a number of 
projects including an “I Survived IB1” dinner at the Head- 
master’s residence that included sharing an enormous, deli-

It is humbling to acknowledge the level of effort and commitment that teachers and students have put into 
the successful launch of this programme at Ridley College. Once again, the school has distinguished itself 
as a place where incredible things happen. I wish a restful summer to our students and teachers, and I look 
forward to the excitement and intensity that the IB2 year will bring to the project of academic exploration 
and university preparation. 


With the onset of IB2 comes the next cohort of 40 plus IB1 full diploma students to begin their two-year ac- 
ademic journey to university. Next year will also prove unique as the majority of all Grade 11 students are 
taking at least one IB course in their programme of study. As the programme gains momentum, so too does 
the collective determination to make Ridley one of the best IB schools in the world.

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E CHIN MAK WRITES: What does it means to have poor shelter? It’s hot in the 
summer, cold in the winter; it’s damp or dry depending on the weather. Not 
only are there struggles with nature, but there are also struggles with security, 
comfort and so much more. But do we really fully understand the extent to 
which those with poor shelter struggle? 


On a chilly spring morning, a group of Ridley students supervised by Head- 
master Mr. Ed Kidd, Father Jason van Veghel-Wood, Mr. Gerardo Martinez, 
Mr. Ben Smith, OR Dr. Kate Anderson ’82 and her husband Mr. Edward 
Thomas headed down south, away from the cold, to El Salvador in Central 
America. All of the students were excited to visit a new place, experience a 
different culture, but mostly, to get away from school and the long winter 
days. We probably looked forward to the warmth of the south, the sand 
and waves at the beach and the food more so than the actual reason why 
we were there — to be consumed in service. I had no idea this trip would change my per- 
spective and my attitude towards every aspect of my life —- it changed me for the better. 


In the beginning of the build, I’m sure all of us enjoyed working hard, experiencing a new type of 
community service, and at the end of the day, feeling extremely satisfied with the progress of the 
build. However, I soon found myself dreading each morning with the thought of having to push 


myself through the day of work. Then I asked myself, who am I here for? The answer wasn't myself; 


a I was working for the families. From then on, this was the motivation for my service; it was the 
reason I pushed myself to the brink every single working day, and achieved as much as I possibly 
could making the most out of every second at the worksite. 


I soon figured out the key to pushing myself -— the key to carrying two full buckets of dirt up the 
stairs in the worksite, the key to pickaxing like I’ve never pick-axed before, the key to moving 
bricks up the stack non-stop and much mote. It’s psychological - I’m not the strongest person in 
the world but, as long as I put my mind to it, I could do it. 


Habitat for Humanity depended on us; the masons depended on us to make the build efficient 
and Ridley depended on us to represent the school. And most importantly, the families depended 
on us; they won't have to go out late at night to use the bathroom or get water anymore. They now 
have a proper shelter to call home.

DOWN ON THE FARM 


It is hard to imagine the changes in the Ridley landscape over the past century but before Ridley Road and 
before the residential expansion of the city into the Western Hill, the area south and west of the Lower 
School and Second Century Building was all farm land. Ridley completed the purchase of the 86 acres of 
land on the western side of the canal after the great fire of 1903 on the east side, but except for some golf 
links in the far western corner, the land lay undeveloped for many years. One dream of J.O. Miller, Ridley's 
first headmaster and agricultural hobbyist, was to use that land for an on-campus farm. This dream be- 
came a reality by 1911. The golf links and additional rented scrub land became pasture for dairy cows and 
several acres were plowed for grain. 





By the fall of 1911, the school's entire milk supply was coming 
from Dr. Miller's Holsteins. The herd, housed in a new barn build- 
ing reached a high of 41 in 1916. This permitted the sale of surplus 
animals. One beast, named 'Violet' by the boys, averaged 30 quarts 
a day. Acta reported that this was "more than enough to fill the 
glass of every boy in the Upper School. Just think of that," the 
reporter wrote, "when next you see the array of glasses on the table 
at breakfast time, and give three silent cheers for Violet, the record 
performer of the Ridley College Dairy Farm". In 1915, Acta also re- 
ported a phenomenal yield of oats at 80 bushels to the acre. 





Above: the barn, : There is no doubt that the produce from the farm was a cost-cut- 
located inthe  : ting measure particularly helpful during the years of the First World War, but by the end of the war, it had 
he ee become an administrative headache beyond the school's mandate as an educational institution. The fire 
of May, 1918, which started in the pig barn and destroyed Nicholls Hall (the covered rink - seen in the far 
right edge of the top photo) was a body blow. The energy required to build a new rink, a residence for the 
headmaster of the Lower School and the new 'Pest House' infirmary, virtually at the same time, prevented 
any attention to farming. Furthermore, 1919 would mark J. 0. Miller's thirtieth year at the Ridley helm and 
he was actively preparing for his own retirement. 


The farm was sold in 1919 to a local farmer who maintained the facilities and continued the dairy opera- 
tion but only for a couple of years. In the early 1920s, the farm buildings began to disappear. A brief but 
interesting chapter in Ridley's history was now closed. No sadness is reported in any of our sources. For 
the boys on 'gatings', the milking, manure forking, weeding or hoeing were now punishments of the past.

FARMING OIL 


Charlie Fairbank '59 is a fourth generation oil extractor at Canada's longest-oper- 
ating commercial oil field - in Oil Springs, Ontario. 


The term extractor rather than producer is an important distinction for Charlie. 
“Oil is a gift” he says, “A gift which has cooked in the earth for millions and millions 
a of years and should be respected.” As a result of that philosophy, Charlie also con- 
siders himself a farmer - his crop is oil. 


Fairbank Oil is 289 km from Toronto, near Sarnia. In a typical year, Oil Springs produces a yield 
of about 24,000 barrels of oil. Compared to the Alberta oil sands - which churn out nearly 1.13 
million barrels every day, Charlie is not getting rich fast. From his kitchen window, Charlie can 
see the field where 320 pumps yield the liquid gold. It is roughly the same amount his great- 
grandfather pulled in the 1860s. Back then, his great-grandfather was the biggest oil producer in 
Canada. At the same volume today, Charlie is one of the smallest. 


The technology used at Oil Springs in not much different than it was in the late 1800s. A “Jerker 
Line” allows one five-horsepower engine to pump oil from two wells simultaneously and Char- 
lie still uses the original system all over his property. Other nods to the past include the pump- 
jacks, separating tanks and disposal system, the storage tanks, the blacksmith shop and the 
receiving station. To control the grass from interfering with his lines, Charlie has turned to the 
environment and holds the distinction of likely being the only oil property on earth with a free- 
roaming herd of sheep and a llama called Gregory to protect the herd. 


Historically, Oil Springs is significant - enough that a local contingent has been hard at work for 
years to have it designated a UNESCO world heritage site. Charlie hopes that the low impact, 
respect for the environment of his operation will continue into the next generation. Charlie's 
great-grandfather would be proud!

Daughter Maggie ’00 tends to her son Charlie while Geoff's wife Jane and daughters 
Robin ‘97 and Rebecca ‘95 prepare the season’s first bush lunch. 


In 1933, John Greaves Lind, an avid fly fisherman, bought four farms \4 
along the banks of the Rocky Saugeen, north of Durham, Ontario. John M 
was a prospector in the Yukon Gold Rush. He founded St. Marys Ce- 
ment Company and was involved in Ridley ‘s early years. He built his 
fly-fishing retreat high above the river on the steep banks overlooking 
the Rocky Saugeen Mill. Today, the mill is part of the Lind family com- 
pound. The early years of maple syrup production at Rocky were basic - 
boring a hole in the trunk, inserting a spiel and attaching a bucket to 
catch the sap. Geoff speculates that, in those days, about 50 trees were 
eee and collection was done with horse and sleigh. To boil the sap, a cauldron was placed over a roar- 
ing fire with a sizeable chunk of lard hanging over the pot to reduce foaming. Thankfully, 
things have modernized a bit. 





Some say that in Canada, maple syrup is the culinary equivalent to hockey. As long as 

Geoff can remember, the Lind family has gathered in the spring to celebrate that obses- 

sion. As a boy, he and brother Phil ’61 collected the sap along with their father Walter (Jed) 

’°33 and numerous other cousins. The hobby of making syrup has created a tight bond 

within the family. One can boil all day and into the wee hours of the morning when the sap 

.@ runs and, when this happens, there is no shutting down the operation until tomorrow — all 
= hands on deck! 


In 1985, Geoff chose to update the facilities with the installation of a gravity feed pipeline system, the 
purchase of a used evaporator and the building of a bigger sugar shack. In the decades that followed, 
stainless steel tanks and a more efficient evaporator have added to the upgrade. No longer is a piece of 
lard hung over the sap to prevent foaming but is now added drop by drop, through a squeeze bottle. Sap 
from 850 taps runs downhill though plastic lines into the stainless steel tanks from the Lind’s 650 acres of 
Sugar Maple bush. 


Geoff calls Rocky Run Maple Syrup a hobby that got out of control. With the passion and help with his 
family, his brother Phil and sister Jenny and their families, the next generation is learning the skills and } 
patience needed to carry on this tradition. How sweet it is! RT ”

UPPER SCHOOL SPORTS RECAP 2012-2013 


As it has been for the past five years, sitting down to write this review has been invigorating and humbling. To 
review all that Ridleians have accomplished, as student athletes, in the last ten months is truly remarkable and 

one of the best parts of my job. Almost 80 percent of the Upper School students played on a competitive team 

this school year. It is important to me that we understand how unique this is in a Canadian high school and 

what I think it says about the legacy of sport at Ridley and about our current student body. i 


They are doers; they are not content to sit back and let life come to them. They get out and engage in it. For 
some of them, this has meant facing a fear and trying a competitive sport for the very first time. For some of 
them, it has meant swallowing their pride and giving up on one sport dream and taking up another, and for 
some of them, it has meant pushing their minds and bodies well past what they thought they were capable of 
in search of their very best performance. They all know more about themselves and their capabilities because 
they took the risk and the opportunity to play sport at this school. Sport at Ridley unifies us, teaches us, and in- 
spires us. None of that growth experience is possible without each and every one of our competitive athletes 
wanting to be a part of something bigger than themselves. 


So what did these growth experiences realize in 2012-2013? Some might call it the year of the silver lining but, 
in reality, it was a windfall of school firsts and all-time best performances. For the first time in school history, 
Ridley earned a berth in the OFSAA boys soccer and girls hockey championship games where both teams were 
narrowly defeated to earn the provincial silver medal. The spring soccer accomplishment followed a fall sea- 
son that saw the Tigers feature in both the CISAA and CAIS National tournament finals. The CISAA soccer sil- 
ver medal was the school’s first since 2003, and the silverware at the Ridley-hosted National event made Ridley 
the first host school ever to win two medals as the host (2003 - gold, 2012 - silver). The school also hosted the 
first ever 20-team CAIS boys basketball tournament in November where our boys fared very well losing in the 
semifinals to the eventual champions. The girls field hockey and basketball teams also stepped out onto the 
National stage for the first time in 2012, and the Tigers brought home CAIS basketball silver from New 
Brunswick. 


But it wasn’t all silver polish for the orange and black. The gymnastics team again showed tremendous deter- 
mination to win another CISAA gold for the school. Only the Ontario teachers’ extra-curricular work stoppage 
prevented our very talented gymnasts from adding to their accomplishments, as OFSAA was not contested. 

The provincial swim championships were, however, and Tiger swimmers swam to six medals (four gold and 

two silver). Ridley teams also earned a remarkable 42 additional medals (10 gold, 20 silver, 12 bronze) in tour- 
naments, meets and regattas. These included two bronze medals for our Senior Women’s Quad at the Stotes- 

bury and American Scholastic Regattas in the United States before our rowing crews came home to win a 
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Senior Lightweight Double silver and a Senior Men’s Quad bronze in a weather-shortened Canadian Second- 

y ary Schools Rowing Association Championship. The final Upper School gold of 2012-2013 was another first for 
Ridley as the First girls tennis team sliced through some very tough competition to take the CISAA title for the 
first time in school history. 





Over the 124 years Ridley has been in existence, the face of sport has changed significantly: from throngs of 
canvas-jacketed football boys to tenacious tackling and grass-blazing girls and boys rugby players, from 
white-jacketed cricketers to our swift-handed, sure-footed championship badminton and tennis teams and 
from eight lonely looking boys standing on a frozen Twelve Mile Creek to a 100 player-strong boys and girls 
hockey program competing across North America. The school has witnessed the development of Provincial 
and National calibre teams in soccer, basketball and rowing and a seemingly endless streak of gymnastic suc- 
cess, swimming podiums, and heralded runs in harriers and track and field. 


In spite of all that was - and now is - two things have remained the same. Ridley is and will continue to work to 
be the absolute leader in Canada for daily engagement in sport, and that the pride of wearing orange and 
black never fades. 

Thank you to the student athletes of 2012-2013. Best of luck to the significant number of you for whom your 
collegiate sport careers are about to take flight and a grateful thank you to our coaches for their commitment 
and dedication to furthering the legacy of sport at Ridley. 


I hope you will take the opportunity to come and visit us soon to watch the Tigers in action!
